Papa Honored 
for Achievement 


Dr. Anthony J. Papa has been selected 
to receive the Potomac State College 1997 
Alumni Achievement Award, which will 
be presented at the Homecoming Banquet 
on Saturday, October 11, 1997. 


Katharine Church, wife of former Po- 
tomac State College president. Dr. Ernest 
Church, has been elected to receive the 
Distinguished Service Award at the 1997 
Homecoming Banquet. 

Mrs. Church, a graduate of West Virginia 
University and the Chicago Musical Col- 
lege, did post-graduate work at both Co- 
lumbia University and the Christiansen 
Choral School and is well known through- 
out the area for her musical accomplish- 
ments. Her teaching career extended from 
individual instruction through elementary, 
secondary and college levels. In 1936 she 
came to Potomac State College to head the 
music department and in 1939 she married 
Dr. Church, then president of the college. 

She has been actively involved in the 
Keyser and college community and trav- 
eled extensively with Dr. Church during his 
lifetime. In 1992 the Keyser Rotary Club 
initiated the Katharine Church Award to 
honor an outstanding senior female student 
at Keyser High School who excels aca- 
demically and athletically. Mrs. Church, is 
in her mid-nineties, is the organist at the 
Keyser Presbyterian Church and is active in 
the Woman’s Club of Keyser, Keyser Ro- 
tary Club, Delta Kappa Gamma Society for 
Women in Education, and the Ladies’ Ori- 
ental Shrine of North America'. 


Dr. Papa came to Potomac State College 
in the fall of 1949 where he played for 
Coach Dana G. “Horse” Lough on a foot- 
ball scholarship from William and Mary 
College. His football career was short lived, 
however, when he broke his leg during a 
game against Concord College on October 
22, 1949, andhis interest turned to the study 
of chemistry. He was graduated from Po- 
tomac State College in 1951 and earned his 
B.S. and M.S. degrees in chemistry from 
West Virginia University in 1955 and 1957, 
respectively. He was awarded aPhD. degree 
in chemistry from Washington State Uni- 
versity in 1960 and then did postdoctoral 
research at Purdue University for a year. 

He began his professional career at 
DuPont’ sExperimental Station in Wilming- 
ton, DE, in 1961 and in 1966 moved to 
Charleston, WV, to work for Union Car- 
bide, He is a nationally recognized author- 
ity in his field and is the co-editor of five 
books on the flame retardancy of polyure- 
thanes. Dr. Papa has been awarded thirty- 
five US patents, is the recipient of seven 
special scientific achievement awards from 
Union Carbide, and in 1993 was awarded 
Union Carbide’s prestigious Chairman’s 
\ward for Technology Leadership.

The 
campus was busy not only with its regular 
college summer session, but also with

special activities for non-college-age stu- 
dents. Potomac State held its first Career 
Camp to explore career opportunities 
through hands-on activities, field trips, and 
classroom study. Career areas featured were 
the health professions, cave systems, desk- 
top publishing, law enforcement, Internet 
travel, and artistic designs. This Career 
Camp was geared for students entering the 
eighth, ninth, or tenth grades. Another 
successful student opportunity was the 
Math/Sdence Technology Academy, which 
was a residential week-long program pro- 
viding instruction and exploration in high- 
level stience and math topics such as fractal 
geometry, building structure, cave systems, 
vehicular motion, earth materials, furniture 
design, and gravity. Another residential 
activity was the College's Upward Bound 
program which provides classroom in- 
struction, leadershipdevelopment, and field 
trips for gifted high school students. 
Speakers from the community and State 
provided additional learning events for the 
Upward Bound students. 

Potomac State also hosted a number of 
workshops on what courses should be in- 
cluded in the curriculum for grades 9-12 to 
better prepare students for college pro-

Three players who have committed to play College baseball at Potomac State College 
were recently drafted in the 1997 Major League Draft. 

•Harry Anderson from Bristol, VA, was drafted by the Marlins. He is an outfielder with 
well above major league speed. 

•Jerome Easter from Mt. Union, PA, was also drafted by the Marlins. He is an outfielder 
who is expected to add great power to our lineup. 

•Alan Myer, 6'2", 2 10 pound, left-handed pitcher, from Charleston, WV, drafted by the 
Florida Marlins, has decided to defer signing a pro contract this year and play with the 
Catamounts.

If you haven’t seen this summer’s hit action movie Face Off, starring John Travolta 
and Nicholas Cage, maybe you should. And, if you think that John Travolta may have 
done some of his own stunts, well guess again. Taking the hits for Travolta, as he also 
did as Catamount Quarterback, is stuntman and alumnus, Mark Riccardi. Mark, who 
was QB for the class of ’77 football team, remembers all the hard hits he took then and 
parlayed the hard work, desire and never say die attitude to his stunt career. As a result, 
his career has been moving full steam ahead since 1990. Four years stunt doubling 
Jonathan Frakes on “Star Trek; Next Generation” and playing various aliens on 
“Deep Space Nine” along with feature films and television kept him very busy. 
Recently though, his career has taken off full speed thanks to the good fortune of being 
stunt double for John Travolta. Mark met Travolta on the set of his comeback film, 
“Pulp Fiction”. Says Riccardi, “I approached John with a head shot and resume and 
told him if he ever got into making action films, I was the guy for him. Well, two months 
later I got a call from his agents and I found myself working on the film White Man’s 
Burden followed by “Get Shorty”, and it’s been non-stop ever since.” “Broken 
Arrow’ ’ was the biggest action film John had agreed to do and because of his liking for 
director, John Woo, Travolta brought him back for his biggest action film to date. Face 
Off. “This film was a stuntman’s dream,” says Riccardi. Mark was ready for the 
challenge. Six months of filming consisted of boat crashes, near miss explosions and 
60 foot rachets off the front end of a boat to the ground. Riccardi definitely has made 
his mark in the stunt industry. “Of all the stunts in the film. I'd have to say that we 
definitely saved the best for last.”
